Deletion of the city’s poll tax 
powers is being proposed in view 
of the fact the Alberta government 
is considering definite action fol- 
lowing a resolution passed at this 
Session seeking greater uniformity 
of charters for Alberta cities. 

Thi resolution was moved by Dr. 
J. L. Robinson, Social Credit M. L. 
A., Medicine Hat, and seconded by 
Mr. Duggan. 

It was pointed out that Edmon- 
ton was not definitely seeking im- 
position of the poll tax this year, 
but was asking clarification from 
the legislature of the powers 
which the city held for such a tax. 

It was also explained that the 
city is prepared to have the wkole 
question tabled this year pending 
possible action by the provincial 
government to make all charters 
uniform.

WASHINGTON, March 5.—(AP)—The long-projected 
Alaska highway to provide a protected overland route from 
the United States through Canada to Alaska, War Secretary 
Henry Stimson said today, has been approved by the joint 
American-Canadian defence board. He indicated construc- 
tion would be started soon. 


“The engineer troops who have been assigned to make 
the surveys and lay out the pioneer road are on their way,” 
Stimson said at a press conference. 


He did not announce the route the road would take, or 
other details. 

(What is regarded as a definite indication that the 
highway will be built through Edmonton and British Colum- 
bia was revealed in a news story published in the Vancouver 
Sun Tuesday.

The province has some $2,000,000 
worth of road building equipment 
including 100 tractors, which 
could be used for preliminary 
work until heavier equipment is 
brought from the U-S. It is likely 
fhat the government machinery 
could be turned over immediately 
and replacements arranged for 
this summer's program of pro- 
vinclal road work. 

Speed in the operation was the 
first consideration of the Alberta 
government, Mr. Fallow said. He 
stated the government was not es- 
pecially concerned about the route 
to be taken but intended to give 
every assistance needed.

Division bells rang twice in quick 
succession Wednesday afternoon on 
the plebiscite bill after State Sec- 
ay McLarty moved third read- 
ng. 

The first. on a motion by Jean 
Francois Pouliot (Lib, Temis- 
couata) that the bill be not now 
read a third time but at “this day 
six months hence’—the traditionai 
“six months’ hoist’—was defeated 
by a vote of 172 to 13. 

There was no debate on the 
first amendment but a discussion 
afose when Robert Fair (N.D., 
Battle River) moved that the bill 
be sent back to committee for an 
amendment which would give 
the vote to inmates of institu- 
tions for the poor in certain pro- 
vinces. 

Such inmates of institutions tn 
provinces where they are preclud- 
ed from voting in provincial elec- 
tions will not be permitted to vote 
in the plebiscite. The provinces 
concerned are Nova Scotia, New 
Brunswick, Ontario and British Col- 
umbia. 


DEFEAT AMENDMENT 

All but three of the Conserva- 
tives in the house and all other op- 
position members present voted for

Double Taxation 


WASHINGTON, March 5.— (AP) 
—The United States and Canada 
signed Wednesday an income tax 
convention designed to eliminate 
double taxation of individual in- 
comes and to regulate the taxation 
of dividends paid by corporations 
in one country to stockholders in 
the other, 

Under the convention, which 
becomes effective as of Jan. 1, 
1941, as soon as ratifications have 
been exchanged, Canadians living 
in the United States must pay 
both the American and Canadian 
income tax, but may deduct from 
their Canadian tax the amount 
paid to the United States. 

Canadians crossing the border 

daily to work in the United States 
are taxable ip both countries, with 
the same privilege of deduction. 
Americans crossing daily to work 
in Canada are taxable there, but 
receive credit on their American 
income tax for any amount paid 
there.

GREAT OPPORTUNITY 

That will be the Allies’ great op- 
portunity in the Pacific, these ex- 
perts believe—the opportunity for 
which it has been preparing. 

The real story of the battle for 
the Dutch East Indies and Burma 
may not be told for a long time, but 
such chapters as can now be re- 
vealed are a story of great courage 
and resourcefulness and not enough 
equipment, especially airplanes. 

Let us start with our journey 
from Java to the Island of Ceylon, 
an outpost off India which is just 
now becoming war conscious and 
aware that it is within reach of 
enemy bases and aircraft carriers. 

I flew in a plane accompanying 
Wavell’s party and carrying Major 
Gen. L. H. Brereton, of the United 
States air force, who has been in 
the Philippines, in the Dutch East 
Indies and now in India. 


TOO LITTLE EQUIPMENT 

Japanese airplanes, then based on 
Bali airdromes, were already in 
command of the air over Java, 

The Dutch and Allied forces in- 
flicted tremendous damage on the 
enemy on Sumatra Island, on Bali 
and in the Java Sea but their plight 
was a classic example of too little 
equipment received too late, 

It was no secret that our boys 
simply didn’t have the tools. 

Only a few minutes before we 
took off from Java headquarters, 
the Japanese made a destructive 
raid on the airport almost with- 
out opposition. That was fast 
weck and, while the enemy was 
not always unopposed, his num- 
erical superiority in the air was 
Growing. 

Our flight of 12 hours to Colombo, 
on the Island of Ceylon, was through 
rough weather that tossed us all 
over the plane and made our course 
as crooked as a dog's leg. The fact 
that we reached our destination 
safely was a vivid illustration of 
the ability of Allies’ pilots now fly- 
ing in the Far East. 

Brereton, whose presence in India 
could not be disclosed until today 
because of censorship, has since de- 
parted for other war sectors, but 
one thing seemed certain to me— 
Brereton and many other Allied 
officers have stopped retreating. 


Serious Shortage 
Farm Labor B.C. 


VICTORIA, March 5—(CP)—Re- 
moval of Japanese from farms in 
the lower Fraser Valley will create 
a serious agriculture problem, Agri- 
culture Minister MacDonald said 
Wednesday. 

In recent years Japanese had been 
producing the bulk of British Co- 
lumbia’s strawberries and other 
smal] fruits, such as maspberries and 
loganberries, the minister said. 

Children, released early from 
schools, could do the picking but 
could not go onto the Japanese 
farms and grow the crops, he 
added, 

“Frankly, I don’t know just what 
we are going to do,” he said. “We 
must find labor somewhere, not 
only to take the place of the Japan- 
ese on the strawberry farms, but 
also to pick apples and other 
fruits.” 

In every branch of agriculture to- 
day, the. minister said, the labor 
shortage is becoming daily more 
serious.

REVIEWS LEGISLATION 

“By the political yardstick, thai 
was quite clever,” Mr. Mahaffy 
said. “But by any other measure. 
it was a misrepresentation. It does 
not represent the attitude of the 
members on this side of the house 
on the debt question.” 

He reviewed the debt legislation, 
stating that last year a judge of the 
Supreme Court of Alberta had 
issued a judgment declaring the 
Debt Adjustment Act ultra vires 
of the legislature. The minister of 
municipal affairs, he said, had 
brought in certain amendments to 
the act in 1941 to “plug the holes.” 
The revised act was submitted to 
the Supreme Court of Canada for 
review and a judgment that the 
act still was ultra vires was handed 
down on December 2. 

“Debt adjustment acts were al- 
ways of doubtful legality, but they 
were never attacked,” Mr. Mahaffy 
said. “I believe that was because 
they were fair in their terms, were 
fairly administered and because 
everyone realized they were neces- 
sary, with 30-cent wheat, 21%-cen! 
cattle and low-priced hogs.” 


IMPORTANT CHANGES 

Important changes had taken 
place since 1934, the last year of the 
previous administration, he said. 
These were: (1) the right of appeal! 
to the courts from decisions of the 
debt adjustment board was re- 
moved; (2) the Farmers’ Creditors’ 
Arrangement Act was passed by 
the Dominion government in 1934: 
it had been referred to the courts 
and found intra vires; (3) the im- 
partial administration of the Debit 
Adjustment Act was lost and public 
confidence in the board vanished. 

“Last year,” Mr. Mahaffy said, “I 
asked in how many cases the min- 
ister of municipal affairs interfered 
in the disposition of cases before 
the board, The government's failure 
to answer that question corrobor- 
ates the idea that the minister in- 
termeddled in the affairs of the 
board. 

“It was said at that time that if a 
strong supporter of the government 
appealed to the proper powers in 
Edmonton the board would never 
grant a permit to sue for a deb:

“POSTPONEMENT ACT” 

“When a board is set up and 
Biven certain judicial or quasi-ju- 
dicial powers,” he added “and there 
is political interference in its ad- 
ministration, that body might as 
well close its doors.” 

That, he said, was the result in 
the case of the Debt Adjustment 
Act of 1937 and, as the tribunal was 
found to be not impartial, the act 
was attacked. 

“But even assuming that the 
privy council restores the act,” 
the Calgary member said, “it still 
is nothing more than a mere post- 
penement act. This legislature 
bas no power te pase an actual 
adjustment act.” 

He recalled that last year Hon. 
Dr, W. W. Cross, minister of health 
and relief, had stated that the relief 
question had not been properly 
handled because governments had 
looked on it as only a temporary 
consideration which would soon 
pass.

At home even a small operation 
like Bruneval has an electrifying 
effect on morale. Newspapers, 
whose headlines for weeks told of 
nothing but reverses, blissfully dis- 
regarded the war office's suggestion 
not to give the raid “undue promi- 
nence” and made it their top-line 
story for two days, 

It did not matter that damage 
wrought on the Nasi post prob- 
ably can be repaired in due 
course.

Provision For

Java Can Last . 
Only 2 Weeks 
Newsman Says 


SYDNEY, March 5— (CP)—A 
correspondent of The Sydney 
Telegraph, just returned from 


Malaya and Batavia, said today he 
gave Java “two weeks of life at 
most” and predicted an attack on 
Australia’s east coast. 

On the other hand Dr. J. EB 
Hoogstraten, director of the Neth- 
erlands East Indies Department of 
Economic Affairs, declared “there 
is a possibility that Java can be 
held.” \ 
“Whoever is going to give up in 
Java, it certainly will not be the 
Indies government,” added Hovg- 
straten, who has just arrived from 
Bandung. 

“The Dutch will fight to the end 
and the airmen will fly their obso- 
lete planes until they are unable to 
take them off the ground,” wrote 
the correspondent, Tom Fairhill. 

“With Java almost gone I think 
the Japanese will attack Austra~ 
lia’s east coast, probably in north 
Queensiand, as they arc probably 
preparing a base at Rabaul.” 

Of the Malayan campagin, Fair- 
hill reported, “We were outfought

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Canada Under Threat 


It can happen here. Canada is liable 
to air raids, The Dominion Govern- 
ment says so by announcing a model 
plan on which air raid precaution pre- 
parations should be made, not only in 
coastal areas but far inland. 

Three classes of areas are defined. 
Those lying along the , coasts are de- 
scribed as subject to definite risk, Next 
come belts where the risk is definite but 
not imminent. Territory farther from 
the seaboards is placed in the third 
class, where the risk is considered to be 
slight. 

Albertans will be reassured, in de- 
gree, to note that the Rocky Mountains 
are the eastern boundary of the class 
B area on the west, Alberta thus being 
theoretically subject to nothing 
more than “slight” threat. But only in 
degree, for long range bombers could 
easily make the return trip to Edmon- 
ton from a carrier off Prince Rupert. 

Provincial and municipal authorities 
and air raid officials will be assisted in 
working out this model plan in local 
organization machinery. For the pub- 
lic the point of immediate importance 
is the official warning that Canadians 
anywhere within flying distance from 
salt water cannot complacently assume 
that they are living where enemy 
bombs may not fall. 


Wheat, The Unsaleable 


Whatever Canadians may sell to the 
South American countries with which 
we have made new trade agreements, 
one point is clear. We can’t sell them 
wheat. Argentina is also a heavy ex- 
porter of that commodity, and by rea- 
son of distance and freight charges 
can supply its neighbors at prices Can- 
ada could not meet. 

In this unwelcome particular South 
America typifies the world at large. 
The heavily industrialized countries 
are the heavy wheat importers and 
these are all in the war, and only one 
of the importers is on our side. Bri- 
tain can take only a fraction of our 
surplus, and that on a deferred pay- 
ment plan which means that the finan- 
cing must be done in Canada. The other 
countries which are open to trade do 
not want our wheat. 

In this wholly abnormal situation, 
wheat-growing in Canada cannot con- 
tinue on the ordinary, economic basis. 
There are two things to do with the 
wheat grower. One is to let him go into 
destitution—and put him on relief. It is 
not a case of letting him drift into 
bankruptcy—he is there already. 

The other course is to maintain the 
wheat-grower by artificial methods, by 
paying him—one way or another— 
more than his wheat is now worth on 
a commercial basis. This is the course 
that should be taken. 

The plight in which the wheat grow- 
ers are placed was not of their own 
making. They deserve support as Can- 
adian citizens, and on a scale which will 
make them buyers of the products of 
other Canadians. And when the war 
ends, countries which do not now want 
their wheat will be clamoring for what- 
ever surplus there is on hand. 


“Planes And More Planes” 


From Java have come the same 
heart-rending reports as came from 
Singapore, of Allied soldiers lying in 
ditches while Japanese planes showered 
bombs and machine-bullets on them 
with practically no opposing planes 
in the sky. The air force which played 
havoc with the first Japanese landing 
parties and the transports which car- 
ried them, was evidently wiped out in 
the initial fighting, and when the in- 


vaders brought up reserve planes these | 


had the air to themselves, 

From Burma at the week-end came 
news that for days the Japanese troops 
massed along the Sittang river had 


been stalled there, “waiting for rein- | 
forcements for their air force, which | 


had been given a stiff drubbing by the 
American volunteer group and the 
R.A.F.” 

From these two widely different in- 
cidents the same “moral” stands out. 
Namely, that whatever else the Allied 
forces may need in the Far East they 
need first, and desperately, planes and 
more planes and still more planes, 

The whole course of the three- 
month war emphasizes the same fact. 
The Japanese launched their war with 
air raids. Nowhere have they 
ground without a “ceiling” of planes 
over their troops. Nowhere have they 
pressed home an attack without super- 
lor air power to precede and cover their 
warships, infantry and mechanized 
forces. On land and sea they have de- 
pended, and still depend, upon air 
ower, as Strongly as their Nazi and 
‘ascist associates in Europe. 

When the United Nations get more 
planes in the fighting zone than Japan 
can put there the tide of battle will

Now's The Time 


Hon, J. G. Gardiner, who is nothing 
if not practical, tells men who are get- 
ting along in years of a very practical 
personal reason why they should buy 
victory loan bonds—and of course 
war savings certificates—buy all they 
possibly can while the buying is good. 

The reason is that when the war 
ends the returning soldiers and sailors 
and airmen will have to be given em- 
ployment. In the slack employment 
conditions bound to then exist, older 
men will find themselves less in demand 
than they are now. Without any opera- 
tion of law, younger men will get the 
preference in employment, and those 
who have served in the fighting forces 
will have a claim to preferment which 
will be very strong. Hence older men, 
looking ahead, should lay aside now 
all they can for the post-war days, and 
put their savings in the keeping of the 
nation by investing in national bonds 
and savings certificates, This is sound 
advice, beyond question. 

It is probable, and is to be hoped, 
that by that time our old age pension 
system will have been revamped on 
more liberal lines, both as to qualifying 
age and as to the amounts paid. But 
there. is no use expecting pensions de 
luxe. The governing idea of any pension 
System must be that of providing a suf- 
ficient, but not a luxurious, living for 
the pensioners. To enjoy anything bet- 
ter than plain living, the pensioner will 
need Some private income. 

To men who are past middle age 
the present demand for labor offers an 
opportunity which did not exist three 
years ago. It is the part of wisdom to 
turn this opportunity to account, by 
laying aside a part of present earnings 
for future use, putting the money 
where it will be safe and will be avail- 
able when needed.

LETTERS TO THE EDITOR 

Editor, Bulletin: There is no doubt that 
the attitude taken by Mr, Taggert is open- 
ly antagonistic to the interests of the 
western farmers and therefore he is unfit 
to speak for the Wartime Prices and Trade 
Board, A few days ago it was necessary 
for me to correct his statement that with 
the exception of wheat, farm produce was 
at a fair level, and I showed him the pres- 
ent price of hogs would have to be in- 
creased by 50 per cent. in order to ap- 
proach parity level. 

The head of the Wartime Prices and 
Trade Board now takes the stand that it 
will be impossible to pay the western 
farmer “90¢ for his wheat, much less $1.00” 
because such a price will cause a rise in 
the price of flour and bread. 

In view of the fact that there is only 
approximately lc worth of wheat in a 10¢ 
loaf, it is apparent that the price of wheat 
bears no relationship at present to the 
price of bread, but it should surely be one 
3 the functions of the board to see that it 

es.

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Why Wait? 

Editor, Bulletin: Take a look at the 
globe. From Canada to Tokyo there is an 
almost unbroken chain of islands. The 
Aleutians form part of this island chain. 
They belong to our ally the United States 
and the fourth island beyond belongs to 
Hi enemy Japan. What are we waiting 
for? 

When he declared war on Japan, Mr. 
Mackenzie King issued orders for our 
armed forces to engage the enemy wher- 
ever he may be found. The Germans 
demonstrated in Norway and Crete that 
air power can seize and hold an objective 
without first occupying the intervening 
terrain, Perhaps that nearest Japanese 
island is more heavily fortified than 
Singapore but let us test out these de- 
fences. Surely we do not have to wait for 
the completion of the Alaska highway be- 
fore we do this. We know that we can 
relay supplies and fuel by air to supply 
an attacking force in the Aleutians, If we 
are not in a position to engage the enemy 
there now, when will we be in a position 
to engage him? 

Let us open a new front to try to re- 
lieve our sister dominion Australia when 
our common enemy is at her throat. 

Canada is turning out 200 fighters and 
bombers each month now and U.S. equip- 
ment is piling up on the docks for lack of 
ships, Our chain of airports to Alaska is 
complete; We have the equipment, we 
have the pilots, What are we waiting for? 

Are we waiting for the Japanese to 
become better established in the southern 
Pacific and get in a position so they can 
Operate this route in the reverse direction? 

In any case Edmonton and Calgary can 
expect to s€e plenty of aircraft on their 
way to Alaska, The only question to be 
decided is whether they will be engaged 
offensively or defensively when they get 
there, If this war to date should have 
taught us anything, it is that there is no 
effective defence except in attack. 

If we wait for the Alaska highway we 
may be sure it will be a defensive opera- 
tion, and that some enemy planes will fly 
the route in the reverse direction with 
bombs to remind us of our tardiness in 
taking the offensive,

Bulletin; A Toronto paper 
opposes the plebiscite because of its 
expense, “In terms of war the cost of the 
plebiscite could buy 8,000-machine guns, or 
2,000 small boats, or 40 cruiser tanks, or 
40 flying boats.

This would buy 400,000 machine 
guns, or 100,000 smal) boats, 2,000 cruiser 
tanks, or 2,00 flying boats. It would pay 
for 600,000 Bren guns, or outfit 125,000 
soldiers, or motorize 600 infantry bat- 
talions, It would buy 25,000 training planes, 
or 350 mine-sweepers, 

That loss of production represents the 
real cost of gold mining. Meantime our 
kith and kin in the Far East and else- 
where are crying out for more engines of 
war, and are beingesacrificed as a conse- 
quence of our failure to supply them with 
enough planes, tanks, ships, ete, Suppose 
Japan bombs Vancouver, or invades the 
Pacific coast, can our shores be defended 
by men working in gold mines? 

The gold reserves of the U.S.A, amount 
to some 23 billions, a hundred times the 
annual production of gold in Canada. 
Figure what that means in terms of wasted 
men and materials. How many homes,

Free French Recognized 


De Gaulle Movement Gets Im-“ 


petus From Recent Action by 
U. S. Government 


; By HAROLD L. WEIR 

There is deep international significance 
in the British air attack on the French 
Renault plant near Paris. 

It is true that this plant has been en- 
gaged in repair work on German army 
trucks and other vehicular equipment be- 
longing to Hitler. ; 

But the volume and importance of this 
work has not qualified it 
for tabulation as a major 


military objective. It is 
an enemy utility, of 
course. But among the 


enemy targets available 
in continental Europe, it 
must rank very low in 
importance. 

What, then, was the 
méaning of the bombing 
attack made on it by the 
British on Tuesday night? 

There is reason to be- 
lieve that this attack had Harold L. Welr 
more political than military significance, 
that it was a grave warning to Vichy that 
Britain is near the end of her patience 
over Petain’s collaboration with the Axis. 

The Renault plant is one of the most 

distinctively French industries in all of 
France. Its conversion to German war 
needs has been regarded by French people, 
therefore, as the outstanding symbol of 
collaboration, 
* The British attack on the Renault plant, 
therefore, summarized, in very direct and 
vigorous form, British opinion of Vichy 
collaboration with Hitler and gave warn- 
ing, in an unmistakeable way, of the man- 
ner in which Britain intended to deal with 
that collaboration in the future, 


Appeasement 

This attack was not the only indication 
given recently that the United Nations 
have decided the time for the appeasement 
of Vichy is past, 

For the first time since Gen, Charles de 
Gaulle raised the banner of Free France in 
1940 and began a long, discouraging strug- 
gle to throw the French overseas empire 
back into the war against Germany, the 
existence of his movement has now been 
officially recognized by the United States. 

That is the only interpretation the Free 
French themselves are able to place on the 
statement issued last Saturday by the

American consul-general at Noumea, capi- 
tal of New Caledonia, in which the United 
States Government “recognizes that the 
French island possessions” in the Pacific 
“are under the effective control of the 
French National Committee established 
in London” and states that “the United 
States authorities are co-operating for the 
defence of these islands with the authori- 
ties established by the French National 
Committee, and with no other French 


authority.” 
Limited 


While the recognition thus given to De 
Gaulle js strictly limited and does not affect 
American relations with Vichy elsewhere 
in the world, it has had an encouraging 
effect upon the Free French. 

It is a definite rebuff to Admiral Jean 
Decoux, the defeatist Vichy governor in 
Indo-China, who was recenuy appointed 
“high commissioner of al] French terri- 
tories in the Pacific,” and serves notice 
that American relations with Vichy are 
not going to interfere with the American 
war effort against Japan, 

It is also a reminder to Vichy that its 
failure to defend other territories against 
the Axis may result in a similar action, 

“In its relations with local French auth- 
orities,” the statement declares, “the 
United States has been and will continue 
to be governed by the manifest effective- 
ness with which those authorities endeavor 
to protect their territories from domina- 
tion and control by the common enemy.” 

This is taken to refer to French terrie- 
tory anywhere and should be read with 
interest from the Indian Ocean to the 


Caribbean, 
Free Frenchmen 


The. British Government's position is, 
and is bound to continue, to be closer to 
De Gaulle than that of Washington. 

At the same time, the British govern- 
ment does not recognize the De Gaulle 
committee as the government of France 
but simply as the representative of all 
Free Frenchmen who wish to continue the 
struggle against Hitler. 

By its declaration of Saturday the 
United States Government recognizes it as 
such only when the territories over which 
authority are immediately 
threatened by attack. 

In other words, the United States. 
recognizes only its defensive potentialities 
and while the British—who only last Tues- 
day night were raiding French continental 
territorv—are willing to employ its offen- 
Sive possibilities,

Ultimately we reached a cluster of 
huts, where a sentry stood with fixed 
bayonet. We were arrested, and conducted 
to officers. My Identity Certificate was 
required of me, and I explained that when 
in running kit one did not carry it. The 
situation was retrieved by the boy's 
satchel, which carried the name of the 
school, We were released with a caution. 
We were told that we “ought to have been 
shot dead”.

pattern that gives the declarer this 
opportunity, and at the same time 
makes trump leads of any avail, 
usually shows up in the bidding. 

A common situation is where the 
declarer has bid two suits, especialiy 
both major suits, and the dummy 
likes one suit but not the other. 
The inference is that he is long in 
one suit and short in the other, and 
that the declarer’s line of piay wil! 
be to use dummy’s trumps to ruff 
his side suit. 

Today’s hand is taken from the 
World Bridge Olympic of 1936, Here 
is an open-and-shut case for a 
trump lead. South bid spades and 
North denied the suit with no 
trump. But when South bid hearts, 
North was very enthusiastic. 

West sees that North prorbably 
does not have a long strong minor 
suit. At least, any such suit would 
have to contend with West's stop- 
pers. The bulk of the declarer’s 
tricks will have to be made with 
trumps. North's trumps will be 
used to help establish the spade 
suit, in which it is a reasonable 
inference that East holds some 
length with stoppers,

Mayor Andrew Davison, Ind., 
Calgary, asked that the bill provid- 
ing for changes in the Calgary 
charter be held over. He said some 
changes will be requested. 

It is believed the change is cal- 
culated to authorize an addition to 
the Calgary city hospital by an 
amendment to the charter rather 
than by a plebiscite. 

All but one clause of the bill 
amending the Red Deer charter 
were approved in committee of 
the whole, This section provides 
that except in the case of gross 
negligence, the city shall not be 
liable for injury to property or 
Person caused by snow, ice or 
slush on any sidewalks, streets, 
highways or lanes, or for the 
want of repair of any sidewalk. 

George MacLachlan, Ind. Pem- 
bina, said such a clause might re- 
sult in an injustice to citizens en- 
titled to protection, 

Hon. Lucien Maynard, minister of 
municipal affairs, replied the sec- 
tion was in some other city char- 
ters but could not say definitely 
which ones, It was agreed to hold 
the clause over until the minister 
could say which Alberta city char- 
ters now Include that clause. 


NEED PROTECTION 

Mayor Davison said it had been 
found cities needed protection as 
there were cases where people with 
slight injuries took action against 
the city and because Alberta 
weather could change rapidly, it 
was impossible for a city to take 
all precautions necessary quickly.

City Council Asked To 


Instruct Commissioners 


Take Immediate Action 


Finance committee of the city council Wednesday recom- 
mended to the parent body that “any necessary steps” be 
taken without delay to refund the city’s bond debt of $26,- 
741,000 at lower interest rates. 


Saw Today ‘+ The motion resulted from 8 


notice of motion submitted to the 
city council on February 9 last 
by Ald. H, D. Ainlay, and which 
was referred to the finance com- 
mittee for consideration and re- 
port. 

Ald. Ainlay’s motion, unanimous- 
ly concurred in by the committee, 
read that “interest rates, even on 
private loans, are much lower than 
those previously existing,” and that 
“the security offered by the city of 
Edmonton, Ly virtue of its taxes and 
municipally-controlled utilities is 
second to none in Canada.” 


LOWER INTEREST RATE 


“Therefore be it resolved that 
this council instruct the commis- 
sioners to take any necessary steps 
through negotiation or otherwise to 
obtain consideration of a lowered 
interest rate on city debentures.” 


Committee members were in- 
formed by Commissioner John 
Hodgson and City Treasurer 
Frank Barnhouse that they “have 
had refunding on their minds for 
a long time,” and were looking 
around for another favorable op- 
portunity to lower Edmonton's in- 
terest burden. 

Mayor John W. Fry asserted that 
the city's chance of persuading its 
bondholders to accept further in- 
terest-cuts would be greatly im- 
proved if the Alberta government 
succeeded in refunding its deben- 
ture debt. Commissioner Hodgson 
and City Treasurer Barnhouse 
agreed with this assertion. 


OBSTACLES SEEN 

The few Edmonton bonds being 
offered for sale on the open mar- 
ket are yielding five per cent in- 
terest, Mr. Barnhouse reported. 

“The point about that,” Mr. Hodg. 
son said, “is that it is highly im- 
probable that anyone would be 
willing to accept a reduttion of in- 
terest on his Edmonton bonds be- 
low even 4'¢ per cent when he can 
collect five per cent on these bonds 
purchasable on the open markét.” 

A further obstacle to refunding at 
present is the fact that many of the 
city debentures affected by the 1937 
refunding yield interest payable 
either solely or optionally in United 
States funds. Residents of Canada, 
holding such bonds, can demand 
payment in United States funds and 
pocket the 11 per cent exchange, 
minus only a Canadian federal tax 
and other small deductions. Pay- 
ment of Edmonton bonds in United 
States currency is costing the city 
an additional $70,000 annually, Mr. 
Hodgson reported. 


SAVING IN OUTLAY 

Ald Ainlay stated he had no defi- 
nite plan in mind, and urged the 
commissioners to continue their ef- 
forts to secure a further lowering 
of interest rates on the city’s bond- 
ed indebtedness. 

Considerable time was spent by 
Commissioner Hodgson in a review 
of the Fortin refunding plan. He 
said that before the refunding the 
average rate of interest was 
5.2426 per cent, and it had now 
dropped to a “slight fraction more 
than five per cent.” 

He reported that already the 
city had redeemed and cancelled 
all of the seven-per-cent bonds, 
the cancellation saving: the city 
$35,000 im interest charges an- 
nually. 

Between $5,000,000 and $6,000,000 

worth of 54-per cent bonds issued 
in 1925 will reach their original 
maturity date in 1945, Mr. Hodgson 
stated, at which time the interest 
on these bonds will automatically 
drop to 4% per cent under the 
terms of the Fortin refunding plan. 
This will mean a further saving to 
the city of approximately $50,000 
annually, he stated, 
* Mr. Hodgson predicted that if the 
present trend continues the whole 
30-year refunding will be completed 
several years earlier than 1967.

The minister gave this statement 
in reply to a question from Alfred 
Speakman, Independent group 
leader, when the house was in com- 
mittee of the whole considering 
estimates. The committee passed 
$300,380 of the estimates of the 
municipal affairs department. 

“I should like to have some assur- 
ance from the minister that the 
trial of this new system will be 
confined to the five units now 
organized and the two under con- 
sideration,” Mr. Speakman said. 


TO STUDY PLAN 

“I will give this undertaking.” 
Mr. Maynard replied, “that there 
will be no more units organized be- 
tween now and midnight of De- 
cember 31, 1942, We shall, however, 
continue to study the plan with a 
view to organizing more units next 
year if the plan works well in its 
present trial.” 

George MacLachlan, Pembina, 
Independent whip, said he would 
like ts see the Union of Alberta 
Municipalities given the opportun- 
ity to study the system and make 
suggestions, 

The minister, replying to a 
question by E. H. Brown, Ind., 
Widsbury, said 15 or 20 munici- 
palities had requested to be put 
inte large unite. He named three 
of them. 

To a question by E. J. Martin, Ind., 
Peace River, he said that loca] im- 
provement districts were not in- 
cluded in the municipal units un- 
less the department was sure they 
could “carry themselves.” 

Mr. Martin suggested that internal 
finances of units this year would 
not show a fair picture as relief had 
practically disappeared and it might 
reappear after the war. 

“Surely,” said Angus Morrison, 
Labor, Edson, ‘we are not making 
estimates on the basis that we are 
ever going back to the terrible sys- 
tem of relief.” 

Premier William Aberhart sup- 
plied the members with information 
that 43 consolidated schools had 
joined the enlarged school divisions, 
11 of them going in during 1941.

New Canadian Soldier 
Irrepressible As Ever 


But In A Different Way 


Three young Canadians all set for leave in London, step 
off their train at the terminus ready for an interesting and 
informative furlough, 


By KIM BEATTIE 

ITH the Canadian Army Overseas:—Furlough and London and 10 

days of Piccadilly and the Strand! Ten days’ brief release from 
dugout and trench, days of music and laughter and women’s voices, 
and of sudden nostalgic thoughts of home still half the world away! 

What gay and strident memories come surging up as a Canadian 
veteran of the 1914-18 war recalls his coveted, long-waited and hard- 
earned leave to Blighty—and London! Days when . « « 


“Three rollicking, reeling roisterers 
Went rolling down the Strand; 

The threat of the guns behind them, and 
On Leave by the King’s command.” 


All Canadian ex-soldiers would admit that such rollicking, and 
even reeling, roisterers some of them sometimes were. But that was 
in the last war, and those forgotten furloughs of reckless revelry and 
hysterical pleasure-seeking are no more. 

Since the first Canadian soldiers landed ip the British Isles in De- 
cember, 1939, they actually have had no counterpart in this war, 

In the London of this winter of 1941-42, they are so definitely miss- 
ing that Canadian officers and men who wear last-war service ribbons 
and are overseas again, have become boring ancient warriors, They 
are unable to refrain from bemoaning the passing of the “good old 
days.” They are plaintive that nothing is the same. They can’t recog- 
nize either their old haunts or the crowding incidents of their army 


furlough, 


The whole atmosphere of London has altered. The Londoner is 
still his imperturbable self; but his heartiness has vanished, Let no 
one tell you the British people do not show scars of their ordeal and 
the strain of living in a half-besieged isle. You see it under the sturdy 
attempt at the oid bustling cheeriness of London—a grimness that is 
bitter with something very close to relentless hate. 


STREETS ARE CHANGED 

To the old soldier, the throng- 
ing uniforms alone are familiar. 
But they are jostling and flowing 
along famous streets he no longer 
knows, There are strange gaps, 
and here and there he finds only 
the charred skeletons of ancient 
structures and noble shrines that 
once were old friends, Historic 
squares he knew well are disguis- 
ed with ominous, reminding sand- 
bags and cluttered with grim 
barbwire, while boarded, blind- 
eyed windows stare from bolster- 
ed, splinter-pocked walls at the 
London winter day. 

But the great change does not 
arise from visible bomb damage 
or war strain, It is because there 
is more sobriety and Jess carous- 


ing than any Canadian veteran of 
the last conflict would have be- 
lieved possible in wartime “Lon- 


don in the Smoke.” 

The transformation is not be- 
cause the Canadian soldier has 
lost his joyous zest for living. He 
is just as irrepressible as ever and 
has all his old elan. He is still 
the challenging “rugged individu- 
alist’ whose buoyant good humor 
delights the Londoner, 
CANADIANS POUR 
INTO LONDON 

Nor is it because the great city 
is any less a magnet for leave- 


beund Canadians. Thousands of 
eager, polished, arm-swinging Ca- 
nadian soldiers come tempestu- 
ously into London's stations on 
almost every train. Canadian 
battlepatches and insignia pre- 
dominate even when shouldering 
among the paratroop flashes, the 
yellow tigers, rampant lions, 
charging elephants, and confusing 
assortment of stripes, blocks, 
crescents, loops, bars and light- 
ning strokes of the British Army's 
identifications, London's cafes, 
brasseries, theatres, lounges, clubs 
and tubes resound with Canadian 
accents 

But even though the Cana- 
dian’s boisterous laughter stul 
Starles the polite drawing-rooms 


Ne 


of Mayfair and Park Lane, and 
though his exuberant spirits still 
brighten Piccadilly Circus and 
Leicester Square, he is not so 
recklessly fun-hungry. Canadian 
troops are quieter, steadier, more 
serious, than they were in the 
days when they arrived straight 
from the Line, with the mud of 
Flanders still on their boots, 
Their merriment is spontaneously 
gay, instead of the brittle talk 
and high-pitched metallic laugh- 
ter of men with grim things in the 
bloody storehouse of their minds 
to submerge in high carnival. 
EXPLORE STORIED 
LANDMARKS 

Several other features have als® 
combined to make the Canadian 
soldier's week-end leave or fort- 
night’s furlough both cleaner and 
finer, and certainly more bene- 
ficial than those strenuous holi- 
days experienced in the last war, 
The new Canadian shock-trooper 
has both opportunity and time to 
explore storied Jandmarks in 
peacetime tourist-style. He also 
has the desire—because he has 
leave frequently and regularly; 
the novelty of the contrast bee 
tween Trafalgar Square and his 
parade-ground, between the Hay- 
market and his hut-lines, is not 
great enough to inspire historic 


celebration, 

Besides, he has neither from 
six to 18 months of frontline life 
to forget—nor the same period of 
accumulated back pay to help 
him to do it, In addition Lon- 
don’s pleasures are far more ex- 
pensive. Simple soldier-econom: 
ics make reckless spending an 
extremely brief habit. 

The shortage of bottled liquor, 
through rationing, has a similar 
suppressing effect on London's 
entertainments; since last Novem- 
ber it has almost made _ bottle- 
parties impossible, and almost 
closed the few all-night clubs 
such as the Cabaret, the Nut 
House, the Cocoanut Grove, the 
Embassy and the Four Hundred, 

Gay groups sul resolutely 


make the rounds, of course. They 
may take in a theatre, early, as 
they are mostly closed by 9 p.m., 
then dine perhaps on Greek or 
Dean streets in Soho, then on to 
a private club—the White Room, 
the Liason, the Gargoyle, the 
Haymarket, Tommy's Bar, the 
Captain's Cabin, the Studio, or 
the Wellington, But none of 
them has the notoriety or the 
abandon of the last war's Leices- 
ter Lounge. Nowhere is the car- 
nival atmosphere they vainly 
seck. The struggle to create it 
themselves soon becomes futile; 
there are few instances when 
parting playmates-of-an-evening 
hiccup eternal friendship on a 
London street-corner after 2 p.m. 

Finally, the blackout is a seri- 
ous business, and an inconvenient 
attribute of a soldier's leave. It 
means that pub-crawling ceases 
to be an adventure after a night 
or so, It is too much trouble. In 
any event, the hotel bars close at 
10 p.m., those of the private clubs 
at 11, and as taxi-cabs are scarce 
after the busses and tubes stop 
at midnight, London heads for 
home early. The streets, even in 
the heart of Lonaon, are general- 
ly silent and empty long before 
those of the average Canadian 
city's. 

It is maligning the Canadian 
soldier's inherent decency, hows 
ever, if this infers that he is 
driven to his good behavior. War 
conditions only squelch those ca- 
vorters and play-boys whose 
tastes run to heavy drinking. The 
great mass of Canadian troops are 
less rambunctious in London be- 
cause they are caught up with a 
profound admiration for the reso- 
lute old city. There are miles of 
street and road, place and square, 
where blitz-scars are not even no- 


ticeable. But there are also 
bomb-belis reminiscent of Ypres 
and Arras, of Madrid and War- 
saw, and they are sobered; they 
are careful of London's ancient 
dignity which so recently became 
deathless. 


REMEMBER LONDON'S 
ORDEAL 


They also have the memory of 
how London stood up to her or- 


“deal, and wil] again if need be. 


It seems to make anything re- 
sembling a BaccManalian orgy a 
blasphemy. 

There is no real fear, but un- 
derneath the blacked-out city’s 
murmuring overtones there is a 
sense of lurking threat and of 
waiting for the sirens. It some- 
how stills the strident. 

The people of London enthral 
the impressionable Canadian with 
their steady purposefulness, that 


he knows will go on to the end, 
and that is far deeper than the 
last war's typically British “busi- 
ness as usual” slogan. 

With the recollection of his own 
safe, secure, and still-unbombed 
home fresh in his mind, the Cana- 
dian looks almost with awe at 
bomb-wrecked houses and apart- 
ment blocks, They stir him more 
poignantly than the absence of 
the sensitive beauty of Christo- 
pher Wren's most delicate spire. 
The gaunt blackened skeleton of 
an historic edifice, long famous 
for its architectural grandeur, 
does not move him as he is moved 
by a shattered home. 

When one of war's, or a bomb’s, 
monstrous deviltries has left a 
tall dwelling sheered away to ex- 
pose a bed-room, or a library or 
dining-room, with pictures on the 
walls and furniture grotesquely 
undisturbed, the Canadian frank- 
ly gapes. A dainty slipper, or a 
little feathered hat: protruding 
from the pile of old debris, prove 
that this was not a doll’s house, 
and that these heaps of rubble in 
a bomb-ripped street are not chil- 
dren's toys, flung down and for- 
gotten when a game was done, 

It was their home—blasted and 
riven during the violence of a 
livid London night, hideous with 
tumult and clamor, or during 
some smoking day of bedlam and 
shock. It is stark evidence of 
terror, of suffering, of the death 
of women and little children in a 
crowded London under vicious 
air assault, 


FURLOUGHS HELP MORALE 

There is no doubt that regular 
furlough is a major attribute of 
the morale of this war's Canadian 
Corps. The solfier’s military ser- 
vice is inevitably eased and justi- 
fied as he looks upon wanton 
wreckage in the wake of the 
Luftwaffe. 

It is incomprehensible to the 
average Canadian that Londoners 
appear uninterested in their own 
tragedy. He turns away from 
destruction and ruin .and looks 
with new respect, and probably 
new understanding, at the Limeys 
and Bronthos jostling him on the 
sidewalk. In his toughest, hard- 
est rating these folks have what 
it takes. 

The Canadian private soldier 
has much more in London than 
his officers. The latter’s favorite 
rendezvous are seldom the scene 
of anything that could be called 
a “wild party.” I have not seen 
one in two months. Even last 
Christmas night, spent in the 
American bar of the Park Lane, 
most patronized of all hotels by 
Canadians, there was a total of 
six lonely, bored officers for 
company. We mournfully sang a 
dirge about Christmas Day in the 
cemetery, 


CANADIANS WELCOME 
EVERYWHERE 

But there is always a welcome, 
somewhere, almost anywhere, for 
Canadian private and N.C.O. The 
Canadians have not worn out 
their welcome in the British Isles. 


There is, however, a warmer 
hearted atmosphere down in Chel- 
sea, in Putney and Hampstead, 
than can ever be found in Berke- 
ley Square, and the private sol- 
dier has other advantages over 
his officers. The British and Ca- 
nadian Auxiliary services pay 
first attention to the comfort, con- 
venience and pocketbook of the 
men, not the officers. 

In London alone there are 
scores of service clubs and hos- 
tels ‘where the Canadian soldier 
can breakfast, and sometimes 
dine, sleep, bath, be advised or 
entertained, at minimum cost. 
None of them charges the soldier 
more than 2s 6d for bed and bath, 
(the average is 1s 6d) and break- 
fast costs a shilling or less, All 
have a moderately priced canteen. 


The Canadian private or non- 
com, can put up at the Canadian 
Legion Club in Euston Square; 
with the Canadian Red Shield 
(Salvation Army) Club in Russell 
Square; the Maple Leaf Club, op- 
erated by the Canadian Red 
Cross, near Victoria Station, or at 
the Canadian Y.M.C.A. clubs in’ 
Earls Court Road and Qucen’s 
Road. 

But he does not need to stay 
with his own institutions; he is a 
welcome guest at the British 
Church Army clubs in St. James 
Park, in Paddington, in Maryle- 
bone, in Russell Square, at King’s 
Cross, and near Victoria Station; 
at the British Y.M.C.A. in St. 
James Park and in the Strand; 
the Union Jack Club near Water- 
loo; the hostels of the Knights of 
Columbus, or the Catholic Wo- 
men’s League, both near Victoria 
Station; or he can stay with the 
Gordon (Highlanders) Club, 
Vauxhall Bridge Road; the Lon- 
don Soldiers’ Home, Buckingham 
Gate; the Victoria League Club at 
Marble Arch, or the Allied Ser- 
vices Club in Baker Street. 


SCOTTISH GLENS POPULAR 

The long stay in the British 
Isles has diverted thousands of 
Canadian soldiers away from Lon- 
don and toward new scenes. They 
have been exploring names that 
were mere sites and dates in his- 
tory, and are adventuring off the 
beaten path for their second and 
third leaves, 

It is unofficially estimated that 
60% of the earliest arrived Cana- 
dians have already spent a fur- 
lough in Scotland, and that 2,000 
Canadians are arriving every 
week for a holiday in the glens. 

The Y.M.C.A.’s “conducted 
tours” have also been instrument- 
al in providing new dtversions, 
Scenery and experiences. Tour 
No. 1 visits York, Edinburgh, 
Glasgow, Chester, and the coun- 
try of Shakespeare, for instance, 
at a cost of only 23 shillings. It 
absorbs a week. Other tours visit 
Blackpool, Oxford, Bath, Bristol, 
Weston-Super-Mare, Exeter, Tor- 
quay, Warwick, Leamington and 
Coventry. 

But no matter where the Cana- 
dian soldier spends his furlough, 
No matter what he sees and does, 


there is one inspiring experience 
whose lasting impression will 
surely go back to camp with him, 
I came upon it during my first 
night in London, and I am still 
mystified why all those more gift- 
ed pens, who have written of Bri- 
tain under fire, have failed to 
mention it. 

We were blindly fecling our 
way. along Knightsbridge—a Ca- 
nadian Highlander, a British Com- 
mando officer on loan to the Ca- 
nadians, and myself. Not yet 
having developed “blackout-eyes” 
there were stumblings and lan- 
Guage at every curb, bumpings 
and apologies at every corner, 
Then I heard something 80 
Strange and haunting that it 
Startled. I heard brave children’s 
voices singing in the blackout. 


VOICES IN THE NIGHT 


Unseen in the thick wall of the 
London night, a group of teen- 
age youngsters were marching to- 
ward us, arm and arm, and sing- 
ing an old, sweet melody as if 
they were playing in some safe, 
peaceful garden instead of “going 
for a stroll” in the ghostly dark- 
ness of a London wartime street. 
All the muffled sounds about us 
seemed to be suspended as they 
came abreast, their vibrant, bell- 
ing voices making a_ glorious 
mock of fear, They moved on by, 
their song softly dying away in 
the pregnant night, and left us 
speechless. 

In a hushed half-whisper, the 
Commando, a grim and ruthless 
man, exclaimed to the Canadian 
Jock: “Man, man, did you hear 
that?” And the Jock could only 
hoarsely answer: “Aye.” 


All over the blackout-out Brit- 
ish Isles, Canadian soldiers on 
leave are hearing them—shadowy 
youngsters, marching defiantly, 
cheerily and singing in the dark, 
the dark that can suddenly split 
into a screaming inferno. I have 
heard them along the Clydebank, 
in blasted Coventry, in Birming- 
ham and Liverpool, in Camberly 
and Rye. In good weather it has 
become a custom of the British 
evening. And always there is 
something inexpressively brave— 
and bright with promise for the 
years ahead!—in those poignant 
young voices in the blackout. 


They are voices sounding clear 
to all the world the undaunted 
challenge of the most free of all 
free spirits. Children’s voices in- 
spired by sheer faith, and faith 
alone. The most hilarious Cana- 
dian soldier, enjoying the most 
carefree of furloughs, hears them 
and is stilled. 

When this war is won, history 
will probably declare that the 
word-master, Winston Churchill, 
intoning the battle-hymn of the 
British - tribes -at- war, was the 
great inspirational voice when the 
free peoples turned on tyranny 
and smashed the gangster nations, 
‘But to thousands of Canadian 
citizen-soldiers, who have paused 
while on leave to hear them, the 
greater will be children’s voices 
singing in the dark,

Some form of the fasting treat- 
ment is necessary when the patient 
wishes to. experience a rapid change 
for the better. In average cases, a 
five day fast on fruit juice will be

Scripture Reading 
In Public Schools 


A bill to amend the school act by 
providing for compulsory scripture 
reading and the Lord's prayer as 
the opening exercise in all schools 
in the province was introduced in 
th legislature Wednesday by Prem- 
ier William Aberhart, minister of 
education, and given first reading. 

The bill provides that schools 
shall be opened by reading, with- 
out explanation or comment, of a 
passage from Scripture to be 
selected from those prescribed or 
approved for this purpose by the 
minister of education. This is to 
be followed by recitation of the 
Lord's Prayer. 

A schoo] board is allowed, how- 
ever, to dispense with the reading 
or the prayer, or both, by resolu- 
tion. 

In another section of the bill, it is 
provided that religious instruction 
shall be permissable only during 
the last half hour of the afternoon 
session of school 

The School Act, at present, pro- 
vides that Scripture reading and 
prayer are optional and at the dis- 
cretion of a board. 

The bill also gives boards 
Power to alter school hours with 

permission of the minister. This is 
needed, it is stated, in northern 
schools where lighting facilities 
may not be sufficient in winter. 

A board, on permission, may open 


school at 9:30 or 10 a.m. if neces- 
sary. The words “standard time” 
are struck out of the act.
